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Age Of Computers 


When the late Norbert Wiener of Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology was prophesying the future of 
the science of cybernetics which he fathered it might 
have been safe for Americans to hedge a bit and wait 
to see if computers were as potent as VA iener suggested. 
But now comes McGraw-Hill, the business book 
publishers, with a survey that shows computers al­ 
ready well established in our educational and economic 
processes, eating up jobs, creating jobs, expanding man s 
capacity for calculation enormously. McGraw-Hill Pub­ 
lications surveyed 800 major companies representing 
all of the major industries and 35 per cent of indus­ 
trial employment. 
Of these 800 companies 650 are using about 5,000 
computers and finding that they have a beneficial as 
well as an adverse effect upon employment. The com­ 
panies surveyed would have had about 3.1 per cent 
more workers without computers, lf this ratio is ap­ 
plied to U. S. lalwr statistics it suggests that 650.000 
jobs have been knocked out by computers, about 80 per 
cent of them in manufacturing.

But in assuming that jobs would exist if comnut- 
ers hadn’t knocked them out, it is assumed that the 
finns are making the 
same products with the same 
processes and some of 
the companies might 
not even 
exist today without computers. Some of them said that 
their employment might be lower without computers. 
More striking than the number of computers in 
use was the percentage of them that are new — 70 
per cent less than three years old: only 4 per cent 7 
years or older. The survey found 99 per cent of the 
owners were using them for accounting, 74 per cent 
for inventory control and 58 per cent in production 
planning and control. 
In aerospace industry 92 per cent of companies use 
computers in scientific and engineering applications; 
for business as a whole only 47 per cent use them for 
this function.
